N ot a street car on any of the 
St. Louis lines was operated yes­ 
terday and everything seemed to be 
at a standstill except the vehicles

The streets, usu­ 
ally crowded on Sunday, were al­ 
most deserted in some sections of 
the city, and had it 
not been for 
the rattle of vehicles and the shout­ 
ing of drivers it would have been 
as quiet as a day in a country vil­ 
lage. 
General Manager Jenkins of the 
Suburban road agrees to arbitrate

He has 
authorized Mr. Harry B. Hawes to

The 
strikers, 
interviewed

vidually, however, declared they 
were still hopeful, and that Mon­ 
day would show different results. 
During the afternoon the Indus­ 
trial council held an enthusiastic 
meeting and adopted resolutions 
sympathizing with the street car 
men and ordered a boycott of the 
railroad company. The resolutions 
request Jthe heads of the different 
unions represented in the council

governmental supervision at \V ash- 
ington, D . C.,- last Saturday, and 
a young man, after treatment pro­ 
fessed relief from neuralgic pains. 
Prof. Weltmer and his assistants 
from 
the 
American 
Magnetic 
school at Nevada, Mo., have been 
granted hearings for three days by 
A ctin g Attorney General Barrett, 
of the postoftice department, for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether 
a fraud order 
should 
be issued 
against the school. 
A t the conclusion of Saturday’ s 
session Prof. Weltmer illustrated 


his teachings. 
Prof. Weltmer stood his subject 
up straight, requested the subject 
to desire the removal of the neu­ 
ralgic pains, fix; d his eyes intently 
upon him and began passing his 
fingers over the blood vessels in 
the right temple. 
B y downward 
pressure, he said, the blood would 
be removed and the pain relieved. 
It was essential, he said, that the 
patient should be willing and anx­ 
ious for relief. 
A minute later the 
subject declared 
the 
pain gone. 
Prof. W eltmer said for him to use 
lis will power and prevent its re­ 


urn. 
The question of magnetism being 
raised, r'rof. Weltmer said he could 
prove that it passed from one man 
to another, or the contrary. 
He 
stood the patient erect and waved 
his hands before him, saying that 
if magnetism passed from him it 
would first 
appear in the 
solar 


plexus. 
A t the conclusion of the hearing 
5,000 letters from patients treated 
by the Nevada School of Healing, 
in which each writer declared him- 
self cured or greatly improved by 
the treatment, were placed in evi­ 
dence. 
Gen. W . W . Dudley, of 
Washington, and Attorney Bur­ 
ton, of Kansas City, made argu­

Prof. Weltmer also made a 
brief statement, reiterating that in 
every case treated he must have the 
assistance of the patient, otherwise 
le can do nothing.

removal of that disease restores the 
bodv to its natural state. 
There 
is nothing mysterious or supernat­ 
ural in the teachings of W eltm er­ 
ism. 
It is simply the application 
of natural laws to the restoration 
of physical health. 
Gen. Dudley said the present agi 
tation against the continuance of 
Prof. W eltm er’* business was in­ 
spired by motives of revenge. 
A 
Methodist minister of Nevada, he 
said, had declared Weltmerism a 
fraud. 
A libel suit was institutec
